These agitators are covertly aided by 
radicals who have not courage endttgh 
to come out in the open, but are trying 
to pave the way to set up the cry of 
shooting- down the innocents in the 
event of bloodshed, by warning the au- 
thorities. 


Many workmen are said to be armed 


with revolvers and bombs. I'he social 
democrats and the social revolution- 
ists have called two great meetings for 
tomorrow in this city and in other dis- 
tricts as well. Extraordinary precau- 
tions have been taken by the authori- 
ties. 


The garrison of the city will be re- 


inforced during the week and tonight 
a large detachment of Cossacks ar- 
rived.

A RAILROAD PROGRAM 


S 


EN AT OK NETWXiANDS of Nevada has contributed a 


fund of ideas to the railroad discussion that it will 


do no harm to discuss while waiting for congress to get 
ready to act. He finds the extremes of the railroad ques- 
tion to be first, complete private management, such as 
most of the railroad managers assert as their right at 
present; and second, public ownership, -which is inevitable 
if the railroad men continue their pretensions to be the 
whole thing. Complete private control is not to be thought 
of. Public ownership is to be feared because of the dan- 
ger of bureaucracy and of adding 1,300,000 employes to the 
public patronage. He would therefore compromise in an 
effort to keep the best features of both systems. These are, 
expert management lor the private system, and reasonable 
profits without political interference, for the public sys- 
tem. To accomplish this he would have all of the rail- 
roads Incorporated under a national incorporation act, 
would have them taxed exclusively on their gross receipts 
and by the national government alone, the proceeds to 
be distributed to the states in proper proportion. Upon 
Incorporation he would have the roads capitalized at their 
presert market value, and make this the permanent cap- 
italization, 
On this he would allow a fixed annual net 


profit, say four per cent. Anything above this should go 
into betterments or Into cheaper rates. In short, he would 
have government control of prively owned railroads, giv- 
ing a guaranteed profit in leturn for the right of control. 
Ine plan abandons all idea of railroad competition, and 
constitutes a movement at least half awy toward public 
ownership. — Witchlta, Kan., Eagle

The individual citizen has to learn that there 
are duties he owes the municipality, duties he must dis- 
charge with conscientious fidelity if he would manifest 
what is demanded of him in the way of civic patriotism. 
He must corne to know that his presence and his influence 
in the community will attain value as he devotes a portion 
of his thought and energy to the community'^ interests.
